firm's bid was $164,900, which 
we* not a basic bid but with sev­ 
eral alternates removed from the 
over-all estimated cost 
Other 
bids went over the $200,000 mark. 
No contract was awarded by 
th# hoard, inasmuch as sufficient 
funds are not available at this 
time for greater expendituie than 
the estimate, said * spokesman 
tor the school boatd 
Architect for the proj»o#ed struc­ 
ture will meet next Tuesday eve­ 
ning with the trustees, w hen som e 
alternate proposals may tie dis­ 
cussed. The hoard also probably 


will consider other means of fi­ 
nancing the project, a represen­ 
tative of the school board grout 
told The Herald.

The government reached a decision the 


other day that may turn out to be the biggest 


cotton news in some time for growers. 
Secre­ 


tary Benson announced that all the depart­ 


ment's cotton would be put up for export— at 


prices that can compete with foreign fiber. 


Sales are due to start on August I. 


Regaining foreign cotton markets could 


make all the difference in how much you can 


grow, and what you get for it. 


The government decision came mainly due 


to heavy pressure from Southern lawmakers 


for cut-rate foreign sales; and success of the 


special U. S. Department of Agriculture pro­ 


gram of recent months to sell up to a million 


bales of low grade cotton to foreign nations 


ct low prices. 


How It Began 


Recent appearance in Hamlin of two young 


people who were blind, and who read Braille 


fluently, makes this little story appropriate: 


Louise Braille, born January A, 1809, blind­ 


ed at the age of three, was IO years old when 


he first went to a school for the blind. 
The 


method of teaching blind children to read was 


hopelessly cumbersome. 
Regular alphabet 


letters, much enlarged, were raised from the 


page. 
A short story filled several books. 


Reading was slow, tiresome; writing was im- 


pd$sible. 


As he grew older, Louis determined to de­ 


velop a more practical system. 
One day a 


friend read to him of a French army captain 


who had perfected "night writing." 
Designed 


for use on battlefields, this was a system of 


raised dots; 
for example, one dot meant 


"A dvance!" 
Louis knew of once thot this 


was what he hod been looking for. 
Forgetting 


he wos in a cofe, he banged the table with 


his cane and shouted with joy. 
The startled 


proprietor asked him to stop disturbing other 
potrom. 


Three years passed before louis, now 20, 


completed his system. Then came heart-break 


Officials would have nothing to do with It. 


They opposed Braille at every turn, largely 


through Jealousy, portly through fear of los­ 


ing fundi if the education changed. 


in the remaining 22 years of his life, Braille 


never gov# up the struggle. 
He adopted his 


system to music and became well known as 


on organist and teacher. 
Praise first came 


through a pupil. 
A few days before his 


death, a blind girl In a piano recital told the 


audience: "Your applause is not for me. 
It 


belongs to a mon who is dying. . . . He has 


not only given the blind of the world windows, 


but he has given them music to weep by." 


It was this some girl whose ploying at the 


Paris Exposition In 1859 brought the Brailler 


system to the eyes of the world. 
And the 


world et once embraced the system which had 


been ignored and reviled In the country of 


its origin.

Instead, he indicated that 


communism would follow the "Leninist prin­ 


ciple of peaceful co-existence," especially 


since the capitalist countries ore coming oport 


at the seams anyway. 


"It is true," said Kruschev, "that we recog­ 


nise the necessity for the revolutionary trans­ 


formation of capitalist society into sociolist 


society." 
But he went on to suggest that it 


doesn't need to be as bloody as the Bolshevik 


revolution, unless there is resistance " 


"O f course," he said, "in countries where 


capitalism is still strong and where it controls 


an enormous military and police machine, the 


serious resistance of the reactionary forces is 


inevitable. 


"There the transition to socialism will pro­ 


ceed amid conditions of an acute class revo­ 


lutionary struggle." 


This will not be war, mind you.

army will not be wearing soldier suits, and 


will not be recognizable as enemies but will 


be composed of spies and infiltrationists and 


saboteurs and the forces they have been re­ 


cruiting right here through the years,

way bill.

He asked for the creation of a 
civil rights division in the De 
pertinent of Justice to handle both 
criminal and civil cases. 
He requested a law which would 
permit individuals who felt that 
their civil rghts had been violated 
to take their complaints directly 
into federal court, without seek­ 
ing remedies in the state courts 
Attorney General Brownell said 
that he believes “that considera­ 
tion of these proposals not only 
will give us the means intel!! 
gently to meet our responsibility 
for the safeguarding of constitu 
tional rights in this country, but 
will reaffirm our determination 
to secure equal justice under law 
for all people.”

and butter knife. 
W ater glasses,

Salt and pepper shakers arc 
placed between two places or the 
smaller type used at each place 
setting. 
Small silver or china ash 
trays may be aet at each plate. 
If coffee Is to be served a t the 
table it is usually customary to 
place a cigarette on the individual 
ash trays. 
A large 
dinner 
table should 
have at least four candles in the 
middle of the table or two at each 
end. 
The dessert service should be 
ready to bring in to the table from 
the kitchen or on the buffet righ* 
in the dining room. 
The tray 
should include dessert silver and 
finger bowls. 
A rose petal or 
green leaf may be put in the fin­ 
ger bowls. 
An ordinary sit-down dinner la 
just a simplified Vernon of a for­ 
mal dinner. 
Place-mats may be 
preferred to a dinner cloth. 
Buffet type meals are popular 
now. 
The idea is to make the 
table pretty with a lovely center­ 
piece, gleaming casserole and din­ 
nerware adding to tte loveliness 
of the table.

The automobile license plate fi­ 
nally is settling after 54 care-free 
years In which it has come in all 
shapes and sizes. 
A standardized 6xl2-inch plate, 
In which even the bolt holes are 
fixed down to 1-16 of an inch has 
oeen agreed on by the 48 states, 
the D istrict of Columbia, the pro­ 
vinces of 
Canada, 
Mexico and 
Puerto Rico. 
Texas has already changed its 
plates to conform to the new size, 
as Hamlin area m otorists already 
have noted. 
The target date for 
universal use is October I, 195» 
And why should license plates 
be standardized? 
L. S. Harris, executive director 
of the American Association of 
M o t o r Vehicle Administrators 
•aid Tuesday there are several ad­ 
vantages. 
First, he said, it s a big help to 
m anufacturers. 
Since they have 
had to serve a variety of plates 
Including Tennessee’s cut-out in 
the shape of the state—they have 
tended to put brackets on any old 
way.

That warning was pas cd along 
to Hamlin area citizens In a re­ 
lease to The Herald by E. C. Mc- 
Fadden, president of the Texas 
Safety Association, this week a* 
he cautioned Texas pedestrian* 
that traveling on foot Is no guar­ 
antee against involvement In traf­ 
fic accidents. 
McFadden spoke on behalf of

Damage to Lawns 
lilt Hamlin Region 


Throughout this Central West 
Texas area much damage has oc­ 
curred the past two summers to 
the’ lawns, and Hamlin has been 
no exception, report owners and 
others whom they have consulted 
Insects 
that 
damage 
under­ 
ground parts of * plant are us­ 
ually called soil insects 
Some of 
these pests live as much as three 
years of their lives in the soil; 
others spend only a few weeks or 
months in the soil. 
In general, the young or larvae 
of insects damage plants most by 
chewing or feeding or root parts 
or underground ;>ortions of the 
stem. 
Later the adult may leave 
the soil 
to chew 
and 
damage 
plants above ground. 
One exam ­ 
ple is the June beetle or June hug. 
In its early life stages it is the 
white grub worm and feeds un­ 
derground on roots and 
stems. 
Later on it turns into the flying 
hug or beetle ami feeds on leaves 
of plants and trees 
In the larvae stage the grub 
worm is white with a brown head 
and has six prominent legs. each 
about one-half to one inch long. 
The adult is the I'ommon June 
beetle or May beetle. 
They feed 
on the roots and underground por-

Plans for New High School Gym Stymied 
As Low Bid Exceeds Estimate $25,060 


Proposed start of the work 
on the new $150,000 gymnasium 
and band hall for Hamlin High 
School was stymied this week 
when the low bid on the proposed 
new structure was nearly $25,000 
more than the estimated cost of 
the structure, declared member 
of the Hamlin Consolidated Inde­ 
pendent School District board of 
trustees, after they had canvassed 
bids at a called meeting of the 
board Monday night. 
Architect for the structure had 
estimated that a hid of around 
$140,000 would he made, to which 
an estimated $10,000 architect's 
fee and other costs would be add­ 
ed. 
Price Construction Company of 
Abilene was low bidder among 
the nine bids submitted. 
That 
firm’s bid was $164,900, which 
was not a basic bid but with sev­ 
eral alternates removed from the 
over-all estimated cost. 
Other 
bids went over the $200,000 mark. 
No contract was awarded by 
the board, inasmuch as sufficient 
funds are not available at this 
time for greater expendituie than 
the estimate, said a spokesman 
for the school boaid. 
Architect for the proposed struc­ 
ture will meet next Tuesday eve­ 
ning with the trustees, w’hen some 
alternate proposals may be dis­ 
cussed. The board also probably 


will consider other means of fi­ 
nancing the project, a represen­ 
tative of the school board groug 
told The Herald. 
Actual work on the construe- 
tion of the long needed gymna­ 
sium and band rooms was due t* 
begin this month, and be complet­ 
ed by the start of the next school 
term, declared Superintendent of 
Schools C. F. Cook. 
Bonds in the amount of $160,000 
were voted F'ebruary 25 by voters 
of the school district. The bonds 
were sold at an interest rate of 
2.8 per cent, to be retired from 
tax revenues on the c u r r ent prop­ 
erty asesssments without an addi­ 
tional tax, board officials explain.

Recent appearance in Hamlin of two young 


people who were blind, and who read Braille 


fluently, makes this little story appropriate 


Louise Braille, born January 4, 1809, blind­ 


ed at the age of three, was IO years old when 


he first went to a school for the blind. 
The 


method of teaching blind children to read was 


hopelessly cumbersome. 
Regular alphabet 


letters, much enlarged, were raised from the 


page. 
A short story filled several books. 


Reading was slow, tiresome; writing was im­ 


possible. 


As he grew older, Louis determined to de­ 


velop a more practical system. 
One day a 


friend read to him of a French army captain 


who had perfected "night writing." 
Designed 


for use on battlefields, this was a system of 


raised dots; 
for example, one dot meant 


"Advance1" 
Louis knew at once thot this 


was what he had been looking for. 
Forgetting 


he was in a cafe, he banged the table with 


his cane and shouted with joy. 
The startled 


proprietor asked him to stop disturbing other 
patrons. 


Three years passed before Louis, now 20, 


completed his system. Then came heart-break 


Officials would have nothing to do with it. 


They opposed Braille at every turn, largely 


through jealousy, partly through fear of los­ 


ing funds lf the education changed. 


In the remaining 22 years of his life, Braille 


never gave up the struggle. 
He adapted his 


system to music and became well known as 


on organist and teacher. 
Praise first come 


through a pupil. 
A few days before his 


death, o blind girl In a piano recital told the 


audience: "Your applause is not for me. 
It 


belongs to a man who is dying. . . . He has 


not only given the blind of the world windows, 


but he has given them music to weep by." 


It was this same girl whose playing of the 


Paris Exposition In 1859 brought the Braille 


system to the eyes of the world. 
And the 


world at once embraced the system which had 


been ignored and reviled In the country of 
its origin. 


The Philosophical Clock 


There is on old story worth retelling. 
A 


Clock meditated upon its future as it was put 


in its place for the first time. 
It calculated 


that it had to tick twice every second. 
That 


meant 120 times every minute, 7,200 times 


every hour, 
172,800 times every day and 


63,072,000 times every year, which would 


mean 630,720,000 t imes in only IO years. 


At this point the dock collapsed from nerv­ 


ous exhaustion. 
But when it revived, it saw 


in o moment of insight that, after all, it had 


to tick only one tick at a time. 
So the clock 


began, and at the last report, was going strong 


ofter 50 years, well on its way to becoming 


a res ected grandfather clock 
W . C. Fields.

PEACE A LA RUSSE 


There is no longer any question of who is 


who in the Kremlin. 
Nikita S. Khruschev, 


technically first secretary of the Soviet Com­ 


munist party, made it clear in a seven-hour 


speech to the twentieth congress of the party 


in Moscow that he is the head mon. 
The 


more photogenic Nikolai A. Bulganin, who 


became premier of the USSR when Khruschev 


sent Stalin s stooge, Georgia Malenkov, to 


work in the power plant, is kept around for 


odd jobs such as writings to presidents and as 
a traveling partner. 


As if to prove his unassailable position as 


the new god of communism, not only in the 


USSR, but world-wide, Comrade Khruschev, 


in his seven-hour explanation of peaceful in­ 


tentions ond what is going to happen ne*f, 


calmly refuted the gospel of Marx and Lenin. 


He declared these idols were wrong in their 


dictum that "while imperialism exists, wars 


are inevitable." 
Instead, he indicated that 


communism would follow the "Leninist prin­ 


ciple of peaceful co-existence," especially 


since the capitalist countries are coming aport 
at the seams anyway. 


"It is true," said Kruschev, "that we recog­ 


nize the necessity for the revolutionary trans­ 


formation of capitalist society into socialist 


society."

Farmers are cautioned this week 
again by County Agent Bill Lehm- 
berg to be on the alert for a 
grasshopper hatch, which will be 
stimulated by the recent rains.

young, the agent points out, grass­ 
hoppers will not become too much 
of a menace to crops. 
Each year, 
he reminds, they cause thousands 
of dollars' damage to Jones Coun­ 
ty crops. 


Since there is no government 
program on hopper control, it is 
more important than ever to kill 
the hoppers before they reach a 
stage where they can cause dam­ 
age, Lehmberg declares.

Durleson Declares That Congress Has 
Ho Control Over Much of Federal Costs 


Congressman Omar Burleson of 
Anson, 
writing 
in 
his 
weekly 
news release, “Washington: As It 
Looks from Here,” this week dis- 
cusses 
spending 
by 
the 
federal 
government. His 
release follows: 
In my column 
last week it was 
pointed out how 
your federal tax 
dollar was spent 
Burleson 
if the 
$31,000,- 
000,000 highway program is pass­ 
ed, it will add to the future ex­ 
penditure of funds over which the 
Congress has no control. 
Hereto­ 
fore these expenditures have been 
made 
on 
a year-to-year basis. 
With the passage of the highway 
bill, it commits us to future years, 
although the money is anticipated 
from taxes added to gasoline and 
other items to raise the funds. 
The money, however, goes into a 
general fund and is not specifical­ 
ly earmarked for this purpose. 
The whole point is that, like 
the interest on the federal debt, 
veterans’ benefits and other simi­ 
lar 
expenditures 
amounting 
to 
over one-fourth of 
the annual 
budget, the Congress itself, which 
holds the purse-strings, can do 
nothing but appropriate the mon­ 
ey for which it has obligated its 
citizens. As in a great many other 
things, the Congress further loses 
its controls over the fiscal man­ 
agement of the government. 


No one can argue that there is 
not a need for an improved high­ 
way system, but everyone wonders 
why government spending cannot 
be reduced. 
We will be adding 
to the reason why it cannot be 
reduced when we pass the high­ 
way bill.

the last year the government used 
7,900,000 pencils. 


The president, through Attorney 
General 
Herbert Brownell, 
has 
submitted a so-called civil rights 
program to Congress. 


It 
Is 
recommended that the 
president name a bi-partisan com­ 
mission to investigate individual 
grievances. 
He asked for the creation of a 
civil rights division in the De 
partment of Justice to handle both 
criminal and civil cases. 
He requested a law which would 
permit individuals who felt that 
their civil rghts had been violated 
to take their complaints directly 
into federal court, without seek­ 
ing remedies in the state courts. 
Attorney General Brownell said 
that he believes “that considera­ 
tion of these proposals not only 
will give us the means Intel!! 
gently to meet our responsibility 
for the safeguarding of constitu­ 
tional rights in this country, but 
will reaffirm our determination 
to secure equal justice under law 
for all people.”

Beginning May I the East Ceme­ 
tery Association has found jt nec­ 
essary to charge for the use of 
water for Irrigation purposes. We 
have not made a charge to date, 
and find that our funds, after 
having Installed the water, have 
about been depleted. We respect­ 
fully urge all interested parties 
to follow the recommendations as 
agreer! upon by trustees of the 
association 
in

held 
Monday. 
We are asking that those who 
are using water contact the secre­ 
tary' at the bank and leave dona­ 
tions, the amount to be decided 
by you, In view of the amount of 
water you use and feel obligated 
to pay for. 
We are doing this be­ 
cause W'e know you are interested 
in the work we have established, 
and we feel sure that your dona­ 
tions will be generous. 
It w-as agreed that lf you desire 
our caretaker, A 
F. Dixson, or 
anyone whom you so desire to 
water for you, you will tx* expect­ 
ed to pay him the customarv fee 


per hour that he charges for his 
work, or you may pay $1 per hour, 
which will take care of the water 
and labor, 
We feel that this request is not 
out of line, and if we are to beau­ 
tify the cemetery we will have 
to have cooperation of the citi­ 
zenship of Hamlin community. We 
respectfully urge you to use the 
water and keep your lots and the 
flowers growing, but as you know 
the bills have to be paid.

Grub Worms Doing 
Damage to Lawns 
In Hamlin Region 


Throughout this Central W est 
Texas area m uch damage has oc­ 
curred the p ast two summers to 
the- lawns, and Hamlin has been 
no exception, report owners and 
others whom they have consulted 


Insects th a t 
damage 
undo; - 
ground parts of a plant are us­ 
ually called soil insects 
Some of 


these pests live as much as three 
sears of their lives in the soil; 
others spend only a few weeks or 
months in the soil. 


In general, the young or larvae 
of insects dam age plants most by 
Chewing o r feeding or root parts 
or underground portions of the 
stem. 
L ater the adult may leave 
the soil 
to 
chew 
and 
damage 
plants above ground. 
One exam ­ 
ple is the Ju n e beetle or June bug. 
In its early life stages it is the 
white grub worm and leeds un ­ 
derground on roots and 
stem s. 
Later on it tu rn s into the flying 
hug or beetle anti feeds on leaves 
of plants and trees. 


In the larvae stage the grub 
worm is w hite w ith a brown head 
and has six prom inent legs, each 
about one-half to one inch long.
